REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  14,  1939 


The  checklist  was  sworn  to  by  the  Moderator  and  the  meet- 
ing called  to  order,  by  the  Moderator  at  9  :30  a.  m. 

Warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Voted  to  keep  the  polls  open  until  7  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Blanch  Shaw  was  appointed  deputy  Town  Clerk  by 
the  Moderator,  for  one  day,  and  the  oath  of  office  was  given 
by  Ealph  H.  Bake,  Town  Clerk. 

Art.  1.  The  Town  proceeded  to  elect  its  Town  Officers,  by 
the  Australian  Ballot. 

The  polls  closed  for  voting  at  7  p.  m. 

The  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator 
at  8:15  p.  m.  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  remaining 
articles  in  the  warrant. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  read  as  follows : 
EEPOET  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
March  11,  1939 

To  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Kingston,  N.  H.,  assembled, — 

Your  Committee  have  considered  the  budget  proposed  by 
the  Selectmen  and  make  the  following  recommendations : — 

Article  2  seems  to  cover  the  necessary  requirements  for  gen- 
eral purposes; 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $13,463.32  for  Town  Charges. 
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Article  3.  We  approve  and  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  Tarvia. 

Article  4.  Your  Committee  approves  and  recommends 
that  the  sum  of  $293.74  be  raised  and  appropriated,  together 
with  the  State's  contribution  of  $1,174.94;  the  same  to  be 
expended  for  permanent  construction  on  Chase  Street. 

Article  5.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $200.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  repairs  on  road  leading  from 
Fred  Kelley's  to  Daniel  Swett's. 

Article  6.  We  approve  and  recommend  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  for  W.P.A.  Projects. 

Article  7.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  a  street 
light  be  installed  at  the  corner  of  Eock  Eimmon  Eoad  near 
the  Plains  School,  and  the  cost  of  same  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated. 

Article  8.  The  Committee  approve  that  a  Planning 
Board  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  draw  up  and  submit 
a  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building  Code,  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  State  Planning  Board. 

Article  9.  We  approve  and  recommend  that  the  Select- 
men be  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $16,000.00 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.

Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  install  a  street  light  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Plains  at  the  corner  of  Eock  Eimmon  Eoad,  near  the 
Plains  School. 

Art.  8.  Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  Article  8,  relating 
to  a  planning  hoard  of  five  members. 

Art.  9.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $16,000.00  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Art.  10.  Mr.  William  G.  E.  Simes  requested  that  an 
explanation  be  made,  of  expenditures  pertaining  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  new  Fire  Truck. 

Mr.  Andrew  Christie  explained  that  the  Town  Officials 
considered  it  to  be  good  business  for  the  Town  to  borrow 
money  at  1/4%  interest,  and  purchase  the  truck  outright, 
and  thus  avoid  the  usual  interest  rate  charged  by  private 
finance  companies.  ■ 
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Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  refuse  to 
accept  the  Dump  Truck  purchased  by  the  Selectmen.  The 
motion  was  not  carried. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  Selectmen  be  deprived  of  the 
authority  to  expend  any  sum  of  money  in  excess  of  $300.00, 
without  a  vote  of  the  Town.    The  motion  was  not  carried.

Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit,  $300,  or  im- 
prisonment not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  wilfully,  or  in  a  careless  or  im- 
prudent manner,  $500,  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  one 
year. 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon  the  land  of  another 
without  permission  from  the  owner,  agent  or  caretaker 
thereof. 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  or  burn  any  material  in  or 
near  woodlands,  pasture,  brush,  sprout,  waste  or  cut-over 
lands,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
the  written  permission  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  the 
presence  of  the  warden  or  person  designated  to  superintend 
such  burning. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  causing  or  kindling  a  fire 
without  a  permit,  when  a  permit  is  required,  and  also  any 
person,  hy  whose  negligence  or  the  negligence  of  his  agents 
any  fire  shall  he  caused,  is  liable  to  the  town  for  all  expenses 
incurred  in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

When  the  smoke  of  a  fire  is  picked  up  by  the  Tower  Watch- 
man in  any  area  where  our  daily  list  shows  no  permits  issued, 
it  becomes  his  duty  to  report  same  to  Warden  and  the  report 
must  be  investigated.  With  these  fires  all  listed  by  regular 
permits  and  supplied  each  day  to  Warden  and  Watchman 
much  unnecessary  travel  is  avoided  and  the  cost  of  same 
saved. 

We  rely  upon  your  co-operation  for  our  efl^iciency  and 
service.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston : 

I  herewith  present  my  first  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

As  you  all  know  the  school  year  runs  from  July  1st 
to  June  30th,  hence  all  the  facts  and  figures  in  the  various 
school  reports  are  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30th, 
1939.  This  leaves  very  little  for  me  to  report  on,  in 
the  few  months  that  I  have  been  superintendent.  I  have 
in  general  tried  to  carry  on  the  good  work  of  Mr.  BoAvley 
and  find  out  all  I  could  about  your  schools. 

From  constant  observation,  I  can  honestly  say  that 
the  schools  of  Kingston  are  doing  a  fine  job  in  the 
education  of  your  children.  I  do  believe  tho'  that  there 
is  a  real  opportunity,  sometime  in  the  future,  for  one 
large  centralized  school  to  do  a  much  more  efficient 
piece  of  work,  simply  because  socialization  is  such  an 
important  part  of  a  youngster's  education  and  can  be 
carried  out  much  more  profitably  in  a  large  group.  Also 
I  am  convinced  from  various  studies  that  over  a  period 
of  years  a  centralized  school  does  two  things  for  a  com- 
munity. 

First,  it  tends  to  build  a  Avholesome  whole  community 
spirit  and  break  down  the  narrow  prejudices  of  this  or 
that  section  of  a  town.  Secondly,  over  a  period  of  years, 
it  is  much  more  economical  to  operate  one  large  school 
plant  than  half  a  dozen  scattered  over  a  wide  area. 

Your  teachers  are  of  high  calibre  and  very  efficient  in 
their  teaching.
